THE OPENING OF HUNAN TO 
FOREIGN TRADE. 
——— 

We were able to announce at the 
end of last year that at last a port 
in the inost anti-foreign province in 
China, Hunan, had been opened to 
trade. ‘This new port is known as 
Yochow, and under that name it 
appears in the lisé of treaty ports in 
the Customs publications, but, as our 
correspondent pointed out, the new 
ort is not at Yochow at all but at 
henglin, a little town on the right 
bank of the Yangtze, five miles below 
the city of Yochow and opposite the 
point where the waters from the 
‘Tungting Lake join the Yangtze. 
Surprise was expressed at the time 
at the selection of Chenglin: our 
correspondent said that it was hardly 
a port in Hunan at all, there is abso 
lutely no trade at Chenglin, and 
commercially no port on the wrong 
side of the Tungting Lake can be 
considered a port in Hunan. He

In opening Hunan the 
Government at Peking no doubt feels 
that it must proceed cautiously, and 
Chenglin is a beginning, a ‘small 
beginning, but the prelude to a great 
expansion of trade in what promises 
hereafter to be one of the finest com+ 
mercial fields in China.” 

We are glad to know that our e: 
pectations are so far realised, that if 
a large trade does not. soon spring 
up with Hunan, it will be the fault 
of the want of enterprise on the part 
of foreigners. The Hunan authorities * 
concerned have shown themselves not 
disposed at all to put any obstacles 
in the way of the penetration of 
foreign commerce into the interior of 
Hunan, and Changsha itself is now 
virtually, though not officially, an 
open port.

Shanghai. It is well known here 
that during his visit to the United 
States Mr. Fearon has done a great 
deal of excellent work for foreign 
interests generally and Anglo-Saxon 
interests in particular, in China. As 
we have already shown, the United 
States Administration has taken up 
energetically the question of the 
maintenance of the Open Door in 
China, as well as that of the promo- 
tion and expansion of American trade 
with the Far East, and Mr. Fearon’: 
vice has been of great value in the 
consideration of these questions. He 
has, the Jarrad says, paid several 
visits to Washington, and has had 
















































frequent conferences at New York 
with members of the American 
Asiatlé Association and others in- 





terested in the questions already 
mentioned. We have said that Mr. 
Fearon’s labours have_ particularly 
benefited Anglo-Saxon interests, be- 
enuse there is no doubt that if the 
American Administration had not 
taken up the question of the Open 
Door when it did, our progress in 
China. might have casily received 
a serious check during’ the pre- 
occupation of our Government in 
South Africa. The good under-

Sannel, by the 
bye, was the first public ‘man we 
know to proclaim the dead millionaire 
a lite’s failure, though George Mere- 
dith and Thoreau ‘said very severe 
things against the wealthy, and Mr 
R. L. Stevenson held that’ the art of * 
acquiring wealth was adverse to the 
finer art of wisely spending it. Was 
it Emerson who said, “that no 
man_ can possess millions becanse 
he is possessed by them 2” We 
knew a China wool-broker who made 
himself the anonymous banker for 
all the clergy in his neighbourhood 
in their relief of distress. But surely 
i its sweetest balm when 
Personal sympathy is 
the most exquisite clement in bene- 
ficence; without it, goodness is like 
stale champagne or platonic love. 
Peabody, the Guinnesses, and Lord 
Rowton have built sanitary houses in 
slums, made then pay, and carried 
on the profits to new capital account 
—a ‘model benefaction at present, 
though it may yet be rendered nug: 
tory by Colleetivism in Municipal 
government. Sir H. ‘Tate began 
with Libraries, but of late con- 
centrated his efforts on a National 
Picture Gallery. He put up a noble 
building on the site of a deserted gaol, 
and filled it with masterpieces of 
modern British art. It almost. beats 
ingennity to speak of this in other 
terms but that of praise. The ai 
works of the great dead ever grow in 
value and become more difficult to 
secure: the pleasure given is refined, 
educational, and very widely diffused. 
The benefaction is not subject to 
abuse, and the advantages conferred 
are not likely to accrue from other 
sources. It is on these lines that we 
think public beneticence will hereafter 
. Present misery and pain will 
s have a claim both in their 
individual and collective form; the 
benevolent will relieve the deserving 
poor and will subscribe to hospitals 
and orphanages as long as they are 
well administered. ‘They will even 
leave good -solid legacies (£1,000 to 
£10,000) to these institutions to meet 
current expenses and clear off debt, 
but we fear that fabulous rich 
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endowment of such institutions will 
cease. There is a well-spread belief 
that the poorer hospitals do the 
greate-t amount of work: and the 
same thing is seen in schools and 
universities. Compare, or rather con- 
trast, the national benefit rendered by 
the Scotch and German universities 
with those of England. nine 
the work done at Christ's, Cambridge, 
with that of the wea'thy King’s. 
Look into the relative status, as 
regards scholarship, of St. Paul's 
School and Eton. American be- 
neficence has lately endowed univer- 
sities with inillions: we suspect 
these seminaries will find themselves 
clogged with money. Leyland 
ford not long ago gave Ex-President 
Harrison $10,000 for a lectures 
on International Law. Why? Be- 
cause he great Jurist? Not at 
all! but because he had lived in the 
White House—surely a vicious and 
vulgar advertisement. 

We are disposed to think the very 
rich are increasingly biassed to be- 
neficence. ‘Che gospel of humanity 
is increasing, that of Jesus is growing 
more human as it sheds creed and 
becomes less theocratic. Legislation 
like that of Sir W.  Hareourt’s 
Death-Duties Bull is emphasising 
the growing sentiment that a man’s 
wealth is not all his | own, that 
if he won't part with it to his 
fellows in life, he shall do so within 
limits in death. Pearson, with his 
usual pessimi arts that the 
love of money will outlive the lust 
of power and passion for fame in 
social evolution. He gives no reasons. 
We think we already see many 
evidences that all three will survive 
as means to a higher end—the 
benefit of one’s fellow-citizens if not 
one’s fellow-men. Mr. Gladstone 
once ventured the suggestion thal 
the possession of vast wealth by a 
few multi-milliona would our 
its redistribution when the social 
upheaval came. We rather think 
that Midas will increasingly take the 
Carnegie type and that redistribution 
will be by saner and better methods. 
‘There is much proof that the social 
bond is growing stronger, and, as 
might be predicted, altruism i 
waxing stronger. Although the pre- 
sent exercise and art of beneticence 
are beset with difticulties, it does not

A NEW CO-OPERATIVE

‘Te Reuter’s telegram that we print 
this morning explains the dispatch of 
the Hermione and Brisk to Taku. 
‘Lhe Legations have realised at last 
the menacing nature of the anti 
foreign organisations that have been 
fostered by Yii Hsien and ultimately

STEEL SHIPBUILDING IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 
2sth March. 
A sippine subsidy Bill is now be- 
fore the U. S. Congress whose result 
if it is passed, will be to greatly 
stimulate the building of steamers in 
the States. The Bill provides for 
the payment of very large subsidies, 
and of course it is being vigorously 
pushed by the big shipbuilders in 
the States, and the big shipping com- 
panies. Lhe New York Nation, which 
is strongly against all such raids on 
the public purse, writes very forcibly 
against the Bill, using the old eco- 
nomical arguments, which are seldom 
valid enough to resist the efforts 
of corporations with great finan 
strength, which are always ready to 
employ a portion of their funds as bait 
to ensure a larger haul. ‘The Nation 
says: * The Secretary of the Treasur 
_ may agree to pay money to certain 
ship-owners, but the  ship-owners 
vender him no service in retum. 

















They obtain a part of the revenue 
of the public, and spend it in. build- 
ing ships which are their privat 
property. It is commonly believed 
that a consideration, and a very 
substantial one, will be paid by the 
ship-owners: but they will not pay 
it into the Treasury of the United 
Stat There may be a contract ; 
a contract between cenain 
private citizens and certain influential | 
politicians, relating to the furnishing | 
of money for the coming Presidential | 
cainpaign, and to the compensation to 
be provided for those contributors out | 
of the revenues of the government.” 
On the other hand, the supporters of 
the Bill argne that it is derogatory 
to the dignity of the Umted States 
that such overwhelming pro- 
portion of her foreign commerce 
should be carried under alien flags 
and that experience has shown the 
disadvantage that a country labours 
under, if circumstances force it into 
war, from the absence of a sutlicient 
merchant nary to supply the wants 
of the Government for transport, ete.

A SERIOUS MATTER. 

There is a general report current which, 
if absolutely true, indicates a serious piece 
of business. It is that the Moukden Viceroy 
and his chief officials have adhibited their 
jsignatures to a document supporting the 
apress in her desire to dethrone Kuang 
‘Hai, and appointa new Emperor. The im- 
jortance of such a movement is not in the 
fact itself, because Moukden, being wholly 
Manchu, ‘is likely to fall in with any mover 
ment purporting to strengthen the Manchu 
yuan.” ‘The matter becomes serious only 
if it be an incident in a general campaign 
to compel provincial authorities to 
adopt resolutions favouring the change of 
Emperor, and thus support the illegal as- 
sumption of power in Peking. 

USITED AGAINST FOREIGNERS. 

Immediately alter the revolution in 
Peking stories emanating from various 
secondary yamzns insi 
while nervously publishing edicts to prevent 
outrage against foreigners and native 
Christians, had issued secret i 
the provincial authorities stating th: 
a-certain date to be hereafter decided, 
concerted action would be taken through- 
out the Empire to drive out all fo 
The thing seemed so outrageously improb- 
able, even from the ignorant present guides 
of Chinese politics, hat uo importance was 
attached to the report by foreigners. ‘The 
Chinese generally believed it, however, and 
the result was that in very many places, 
especially where the Manchu element 
predominated, the Christians suftered much 
molestation, aud in some places had to endure 
serious suftering. ‘The present aspect of 
things in Shantung lends a shade of pro- 
bability to the rumour. 


‘THE RENOTE CAUSE, 

It would be very much more satisfictory 
could we absolve all foreigners of being the 
remote cause of these serious disturbances. 
In Szechi fen, and Shantung we 
have seen resolute. steps taken to destroy 
the influence and work of the foreigner. 
We have seen steps taken officially to put 
down these destructive agencies—but 
variably upon foreign intervention. Why do 
the Chinese authorities, who love peace and 
dread rioting in their jurisdiction, require 
tobe urged to suppression ? ‘Those who know 
the Chinese. best will be the last to say it 
is from Chinese cussedness. ‘There arecatises, 
and have been for many years, which are 
rousing the Chinese to enmity against the 
foreigner, causes which in any European 
country would drive people to violence in 
as many days as it has taken years to do 
so ‘Are those responsible to 
coutinue satisfied with cutting down with 
great difficulty abranch here, and another 
there, of the pernicious fruit, while leaving 
the root untouched out of which they ail 
grow? Why should those who for nian 
Sears have been sowing dragon’s teeth not 
cease their work, now that they find 
the slow-growing soil of China these teeth 
come up to tear them?

Tt having been officially certified in every. 
ingle county for hundreds of miles in every 
direction that there are no longer any 
Boxers here, what is there to make any 
disturbance about? It is true that here and

In 
the Chiingping district, alro, there has been 
a revival of the worst form of the Boxer 
attacks. Only three days ago the son and 
sows wife of a Christian were kidnapped 
within three W of the district city, when 
there was missionary there ‘to see 
the official. On 2 later visit there were two 
other members of the same family carried 
away—apparently for ransom. ‘The official 
sent an army of half-a-dozen, who got back 
in safety and accomplished nothing. It 
was reported that some of the prisoners are 
mutilated, but there are regular troops all 
about in any numbers, yet nothing is done. 
‘Through windows like these we are able to 
see distinctly how the great Taiping re- 
bellion got itself successfully hatched and 
under way, before anything was done, 
Probably the whole string of immumerable 
rebellions in Chinese history have much in 
common with this singularly farcieal set of 
“Powers” resolutely determined to make 
firm ultimattums and talk on and on forever, 
hoping to tire the Chinese out! ‘The price 
of grain has not risen, as was feared, owing 
to the enormous amount of wheat poured 
into Tientsin last autumn, and there is no 
sign of the dreaded famine, for which we 
are all thankful,

ment works—which will probably take the 
new form of cuttings through the majue 
bends: in some cases a halfmile cut would 
obviate a défour of five or miles, ofter- 
ing indefinite improvement to the tide, aud 
therefore to the scour and navigation.

In the interesting accounts given by your 
Wuchang correspondent of the mysterio 
personage at present in the city, it has been 
stated more than once that he came from 
Chichou. His stary may now have become 
“more romantic” a3 your correspondent 
states, but it was at the above-named place 
he first made himself notorious. Chichou 











is n city of some 10.000 inhabitants onthe 
north bank of the Yangize abont 50 miles 
above Kinkiang. At the time of thepseudo- |

pened to be in Chichon’ and saw his Majesty 
sitting at the door of the yam“n, the object 
of an admiring crowd. He gathered the 
following details, since corroborated by 
other people from the town who have told 
me the story of the Imperial visit. 
‘THE FIRST SCENE 

inthe drama was at Weiyuank‘ou, a little 
town on the south bank of the river, 10 
miles above Chichou, His Imperial Mujes- 
ty lind come to that place in a boat carr;

side for which Weiyuank‘ou is noted. One 
of the houses of worse character than the 
rest lind been sealed by an official ard our 
hero amused himself by tearing away the 
paper and opening the doors.

Iwas still ‘more surprised 
to find Chinese so well instructed in 
handling every department of the road— 
xwiteh ‘ignalling, aud especially the en- 
gine driving.

ent bridges now being constructed look 
capital bits of work, and as thongh they 
ere futended to last a considerable time. 
Construction trains are constantly on the 
move, pushing forward material forthe 
further extension of the line, which is 
rapidly advancing towards Simmintun, As 
a passenger Tsaw one thing very ily 
hie On descending from the train 
one ix attacked by an army of covlies, 
without order and without any distinctive 
mark. ‘The management should remove 
this blot on their system, which gives some 
very unpleasant minutes to the traveller, 
If one can talk no Chinese he is xt the 
merey of the mob of conlies, ‘Thero 
should be a corps of licensed coolies at 
every station. 

From knowlelge of the country, I had 
inferred that the line from Clonchow to 
Newehwang could scarcely pay.

THE MURDER OF MR. 
BROOKS. 
To the Eslitor of the 
“Nortu-Cutsa Dany News.” 
Sin,—I have read several much ex- 
aggerated accounts of the circumstances 
attending the death of my Iate colleague, 
the Rev. S. M. W. Brooks, who was mur 











dered by Chinese on Dec. 30th last. T 
have no desire to make light of so terrible 
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acrime, but I think that in the interests 
of truth, and that these to whom Mr. 
Brooks was dear may not be distressed by 
reading stich harrowing accounts, it will 
be well if Ideny some of the reports and 
briefly state what really happened. 

It is not true that the unf ctunare 
young c'ergyman refused an escort before 
starting, no danger having been anticipated 
on the road. ‘The reports that he was led 
ahout by a rope strung throuh his nose, 
that his ears were cut off, that his head 
was carried on « pike or taken toa temple, 
and that the body was not found for some 
days, are all untrue. 

Mr. Brooks was captured on the morning 
of December 30th as he was returning 
from Taiwnfa to join me at P*ingyin. 
When he was atticked by the band of 
ruffians he was wounded by their swords 
on his head and arms in the strugyle, and 
in endeavouring to get back a sword which 
he had wrested from them they wounded 
him on the hands and wrists. He escaped 
from them into a villager’s house, but 
was pulled out and overcome. His outer 
garments were taken from him xnd his 
Tmuds bound with a cotton girdle, Ie 
then led away in the direction of 
in to a little cluster of foedshops 
chingize, While the band had 
some ten he was tied by the girdle 
to a treo, From this place the ruflisns 
led him to Liaochiap'y, a lnrge village 
where a few days before «Ronn 
Catholic Christian had been burnt out of 
his home, Mr. Brooks was kept in this 
village for sume hours while the question 
of a ransom was discussed, but was atter- 
wards led back to Hsiachingtze, where, 
from exposure and loss of blood, he was 
so wenk that he fainted and coukl go no 
further. ‘The innkeeper undid his bends 
and he revived. Again the ransom was 
discussed, and it was agreed to take him to 
fw little village church belonsing to our 
mnisvion only a milo away. Just ns they 
started, Mr, Brooks, fearing I suppose t 
they had no intention of swing his life, 
hroke away and ran in the “direction 
of the church. Ho was pursued by 
a man on horseback and tumbled or 
fell in a fainting condition as he was 
overtaken. His pursuers then cut him 
Gown with their swords, and afterwards 
beheaded him. The corpso was thrown 
into a gully about fifty yards away, where 
it was found on the-following day by the 
local official, who had it placed in a coftin 
and guarded, until it was removed with an 
escort to Pingyin on the 3rd of January. 
‘Pwo days lnter I examined the body with 
the above officinl and the prefect of T'ainn- 
fu, There were many severe wounds, but 
none, so far aw T can judge, done in cold 
jplond, nono that could not have been 
healed, and nono that would have badly 
disfigured him. His worst suffering, and 
it must have been very great, was from 
exposure and cold. 

n Jan. 6th the body was laid to rest 
by me with the Church of England Service 
in our own cemetery at P'ingyin, tho 
local Christians, many heathen, and the 
city magistrate being present. 

Since then many of the men concerned 
in the murder have been tried in Chinanfu 
before the Provincial Judge and Mr. C.W. 
Campbell. ‘There is no doubt that the 
reo} murderers have been captured. Sen- 
tence has not yet been passed-on them, but 
it will be in a few days, when the necessary 
Imperial consent has been obtained from 
Poking. 

Jf you will kindly make these facts 
known in your valuable paper you will 
greatly oblige me.

‘That 
the jetties are congested nobody can deny, 
but a regulation of this sort should have 
been issued in time to enable the compan 
to make some definite arrangement. A 
they have been summarily sent avay 
from the jetties, and shippers of cargo are 






































thus placed in x very awkward position. 
It has practically suspended the trade 0 
the port. ‘The native bonts have refused to 


remove cargo and it is doubtful whether 
steamers which were to clear for ‘Tientsin 
and other ports will be able to do so. If 
these regu ace carried ont it will 
result in great low and inconvenience to 
shippers, and on mail days especially it will 
be impossible for them to get their do- 

in time for the mail. Jn many 
cases the shipment of cargo will be absolute- 
ly stopped. ‘This is a matter which con- 
cerns the whole mercantile community and 
it is tobe hoped they will one and all take 
a decided stand against it.” 

Mr. Chun Fai-ting, manager of the Cl 
Merchants’ Stenm Navigation Company, 
was next interviewed. ‘Where the boats 
take cargo from sheds or private whurves,” 
he said, “ there will be nu stoppage, but in 
the case of those taking cargo from the 
Hunkow Road godowns, such as those of 
Reiss & Co. Schiller & Co, and others, 
there will be great delay, as they use the 
Hankow Road jetty. If’ five or six boats 
came together and were allowed to moor 
near the jetty, taking their turn one by one, 
they could manage, perhaps, without delay. 
How is it possible for boats lying on the 
Pootung side to know when they are wanted 













































on this side? Yes, it certainly will delay 
the Yaugize and Tientsin boats, I do not 
know what action is contemplated yet.” 
From enquiries at the office of ‘the Har- 
bour Master we lewn that there must have 
been some misappreheusion, xs no one con- 
nected with that office sent away any boats 
peslenlay from any pontoon. The Hac 
our Master himself, Mr. ‘Tyler, waa and is 
quite prepared to make any modification of 
the new regulati essitated by the 
trade of the port, stich as allowing # certain 
number of empty boats to be kept handy 
in, the event of a sudden demund. ‘The 
crowded state of the river front and the 
pontoons hus been often deplored in our 
columns as well as generally, and_ the 
Harbour Master agreed with the Mani- 
lity that if they would keep the pon- 
toons -clear from ‘all boats not actually 
he would keep the foreshore 
It is this that it is now 
but there is no desire 
to interfere in any way with the legi 
trade of the port, and a little explanation 
‘on both sides will make the new regulations 
work smouth The native 
cargo-buats have, as is Chinese custom, 
gone on strike on’ their own account, but 
they will, as is also Chinese custom, accept 
the new’ regulations after a briet interval.
